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Readers attempt new world record

A Guinness World Records book is a part of most 
Canadian library collections. 

Now, libraries throughout Canada are looking to 
become a part of the record book. 

As part of its annual Family Literacy Day celebration, 
the ABC CANADA Literacy Foundation is co-ordinating a 
national effort to break the record for “Most Children 
Reading With an Adult, Multiple Locations.” 

The current record of 78,791 was set by the United 
States in 2006. 

According to Didsbury library manager Inez Kosinski, 
the decision to participate in the effort was an easy one. 

“I thought, ‘Why not, let’s just try and jump on board,’” 
she says. 

Every year since 2003, the honorary chair for Literacy 
Day has been renowned children’s author Robert Munsch. 

All groups involved in the record attempt will be read¬ 
ing from his work Jan. 23-24.

In Didsbury, stories from 
the Munsch collection 
Munschworks 2 will be 
read at various locations 
on Saturday. 

“My approach was to try 
and take the library out in 
the community - have 
readings in different areas 
and invite people to come 
and eryoy,” explains 
Kosinski. 

Because it is an official 1 
record attempt, volunteers p 
will be at each location to I 
act as witnesses and note 
the number of children in 
attendance. 

Kidsbury Daycare, Kidz Playhouse Daycare, Ross Ford 
Elementary School and Didsbury Out of School Care 
Association will be participating.

Kosinski notes that she has had to dispel some miscon¬ 
ceptions about the record attempt. 

“The kids all thought they were going to get their names 
in the Guiness Book of Records and unfortunately they’re 
not,” she laughs. “We explained to them it might be mil¬ 
lions of kids (taking part)." 

Encouraging families to read together is a major focus 
of the event. 

Reading to young children nurtures family relationships 
and can help children’s development and performance 
when they enter school, says Kosinski. 

“They learn to read more easily, and they learn to enjoy 
books.. .it just gives that child that enriched environment. 

“It’s been shown over the years to make quite a differ- 
-ence.” 

Will Canada be able conquer the current record? 

“I’m pretty confident that we can beat that,” Kosinski 
says, adding that everyone is welcome to come and listen. 
“People can pick a spot, pick a time that works for them 
and drop by. 

“It’ll just be fun.”

School to let them know 
about the registry and 
those that were interested 
and had been through a 
babysitting course were 
able to have their names 
put on the registry. The 
babysitters are required to 
have a criminal record 
check done and on the 
application form they are 
able to list their special¬ 
ties such as being able to 
work with special needs 
children and having certi¬ 
fications in CPR and/or 
first aid. 

Parents who are inter¬ 
ested in accessing the reg¬ 
istry are also required to 
have a criminal record 
check done and are 


charged a $20 yearly mem¬ 
bership fee. The member¬ 
ship will allow parents 
access to the registry for 
one year. 

The registry is some¬ 
thing Winter saw was 
needed in the community. 
“I think because the peo¬ 
ple that sit on the board 
[of the Child and Youth 
Clubs] are predominantly 
parents...it is difficult to 
find a babysitter,” Winter 
said, adding that having 
been a high school girls’ 
basketball coach for a 
number of years she didn’t 
have too much trouble but 
understood it’s not always 
that easy for all parents. 
“We thought something 


like this could be used in 
Didsbury." 

The criminal record 
check lhat is required for 
both babysitter and par¬ 
ents is a precaution for 
both parties Winter said. 
“We’re about protecting 
the safety of the children 
and babysitters.” 

Once parents have the 
list of babysitters they are 
able to choose whom they 
want as a babysitter and it 
is up to both parties if they 
would like to interview or 
request references. 

If parents or babysitters 
are interested in the reg¬ 
istry they can contact 
Didsbury Neighborhood 
place for an application.

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Sleddog Classic a go for this weekend

Tlu> whoosh of speeding sleds, panting of 
sprinting dogs and echoing shouts of 
“Mush, mush!” will soon fill the air near 
Didsbury. 

The fourth annual Rosebud Run Sleddog 
Classic, named after the race site, the 
Rosebud River Valley, will be going ahead 
on .hut. 24 and 25. 

If you've never seen a sled-dog team in 
action...it’s absolutely out of this world,” 
says race organizer Bill Windsor. "To con¬ 
sider that this is the...main transportation 
in the Arctic to get around up there is 
absolutely mind-boggling.” 

Among the competitors this year will be 
some of th*‘ original founders of the race. 
The Wannantakers have shifted their focus 
for 2(K)fl from distance events to sprint 
t emits, and will compete in several classes 
at the race. 

“This is a family affair...and it’s time for 
the girls to have their fun,” explains 


Windsor with a laugh, noting that the 
Wannantakers usually concentrate on the 
annual Canadian Challenge long-distance 
dog race in Prince Albert, Sask., which 
Rick typically participates in. 

Windsor expects that between 40 and 00 
teams in the six classes of races, which are 
4-dog Purebred, 6-dog Purebred, 6-dog 
Open, 4-dog Open, Juniors and Skijoring. 

“Essentially you tie yourself to two dogs, 
strap skis, either downhill, cross-country 
or skating skis to your feet and hold on,” 
Windsor says of the last category. “It’s tut 
absolute blast. Those guys, they’re like bul¬ 
lets going around the trail.” 

There will likely be a skijoring clinic on 
Sunday after the races for anyone who 
would like to try the sport. 

“It’s hugely popular in Europe," says 
Windsor. “They do their grocery shopping 
skijoring (in some places)." 

Weather concerns have plagued the race 
in the past, with last year's event being can¬ 
celled altogether.

Administrator/Coordinator, 
Sharon Barefoot, explained 
for those non-profit organiza¬ 
tions that are interested in 
receiving the support 


towards purchasing a defilt- 
rillator they must fill out an 
application form as well as 
show proof that they have 
raised at least hall' of the 
funds. A quote front where 
they intend to purchase the 
defibrillator would also Ik* 
helpful. 

“The capacity of the site 
the organization lias must !>e 
an excess of 25 people,” 
addtsl Kuelker. “They must 
also have had training in the 
use of a defibrillator.” 
Kuelker added the organiza¬ 
tions that apply must also 
provide proof that then' Is a 
demonstrated risk such a 
possibility of drowning.

that is dependent upon snow and the 
weather in the Chinook country of Alberta 
should bo institutionalized,” jokes Windsor.

St. and 22 Ave. 

Shuttle Bits service starts at 7:30 am. on 
both Saturday and Sunday - one half-hour 
before the first race - and nuts continuous¬ 
ly at about 15 minute intervals until the end 
of races at about 1:30 p.nt. on Saturday and 
2 p.nt. on Sunday. 


Everyone will have to catch the shuttle 
bus to the event, since I he road leading to 
the race site will be closed on the days of 
the races. 

< fitly a select few, including media repre¬ 
sentatives and event volunteers, will l>e 
permitted to drive to the race site. 

Spectators are advised to park their vehi¬ 
cles downtown and catch the shuttle bus. 

Both the bus service and the event will 
lie free of charge. 

The races are a spectacle worth seeing, 
says Windsor. 

“Once you see the first teams of dogs 
take off from that start line and go around 
that trail, you’re hooked. 

“That’s all there is to it."

Tobacco war far 
from over

The tightening of restrictions on where Alberta smok¬ 
ers can and cannot practise their habit continues with 
the ban on all tobacco sales in pharmacies and stores 
containing pharmacies starting this month. 

Sales are also now prohibited in all health-care facili¬ 
ties and post-secondary institutions. 

The latest bans are all part of the province’s Tobacco 
Reduction Action Act, which has already banned smok¬ 
ing in worksites, public indoor places, and within five 
metres of any doorway, window or air intake of any 
public place or workplace. 

The province says making smoking more and more 
difficult for people will achieve a number of things, 
including reducing the number of young people starting 
to use tobacco, encourage and help tobacco users to 
quit, and reduce non-smokers' exposure to second-hand 
tobacco smoke. 

Now that smoking has been banned or heavily 
restricted in most public places, the next battlefield in 
the smoking vs. anti-smoking war will certainly be in 
the area of private property. 

Anti-smoking advocates, who have so far applauded 
the province’s move to restrict public smoking, are now 
pushing the government to impose a ban on smoking in 
private homes and vehicles. 

In particular, calls are increasing for the province to 
follow Nova Scotia’s lead and ban smoking in cars with 
children. Proponents say no one, including parents, has 
the right to endanger youngsters with second-hand 
smoke. 

Opponents say the government should stay out of 
people’s private business. 

At this point the Stelmach government has several 
options, none of which will please everyone. 

Only time will tell whether that “aggressive action” 
will include new restrictions on private smoking. 

And while it is hard to say exactly where the smoking 
debate will go from here, what is certain is that the war 
over tobacco use in Alberta is far from over.

Be advised all those of you who 
count to some degree on my sup¬ 
port at election time, I will not vote 
for anyone who pretends to repre¬ 
sent me and ignores my simple 
requests for information, banking 
on the seat count.

Disagreement over Alberta vs. B.C. drivers commentary 


Re: Commentary in the dan, IS, 
2009 edition of the Didsbury 
Review headlined 'Drivers need to 
be cautious with onset of winter.' 

I was wondering if Mr. Frey 
could elaborate on the difference 
between many drivers, and a 
majority of drivers. You have said 
that “many” drivers in Alberta 
drive with little regard to the road 
conditions, but that a “majority" of 
drivers in B.C. do slow down. 

According to a study published 
on the Statistics Canada website, 
(http://www.statcan.gc.ca/pub/82- 
()03-x/2008003/artiele/l()048/c- 
g/5202435-eng.htm) front 2000 to 
2004, B.C. averaged 10.2 deaths per 
100,000 population, which is sev¬ 
enth place overall. 

During the same period, Alberta 
averaged 11.4 deaths per 100,000, 
to end up in eighth place. 

While this is not necessarily a 
true reflection of how many driv¬ 


ers slow down when weather and 
road conditions are inclement, it 
can be implied that unsafe driving 
is what leads to accidents and 
deaths on the highway. 

As such, the difference between 
drivers in B.C. and in Alberta is not 
quite as substantial as your editori¬ 
al implies. 

Maybe you meant to say “many” 
drivers in Alberta, and “almost as 
many” drivers in B.C. drive in an 
unsafe fashion. This could also be 
phrased to say that a “majority” of 
B.C. drivers do slow down and 
drive in a safe fashion, and a “nom¬ 
inally smaller majority” of Alberta 
drivers also drive safely. 

Perhaps the problem is not with 
Alberta drivers. As humorist Dave 
Barry said “The one thing that 
unites all human beings, regard¬ 
less of age, gender, religion, or 
ethnic background, is that we all 
believe we are above-average driv¬ 


ers." 

The next time you look in your 
rear-view mirror Mr. Frey, and see 
another driver who is about to 
pass you, remember that not 
everyone who passes you on the 
highway is driving in an unsafe 
fashion. 

This is my thirty-third winter in 
Alberta, and my sixteenth year 
driving the winter roads. As a 
defensive driver, I make myself 
aware of the actions of other driv¬ 
ers as long as their actions pose a 
threat to my safety, or that of my 
passengers. The driver I fear the 
most is not the one who speeds by 
me when I am doing less than the 
speed limit. It is the driver who is 
preoccupied with the actions of 
other drivers to the point where 
they feel they can offer sugges¬ 
tions on how to make everybody 
else into safer drivers.

“It’s a league game so (the players) 
kind of have to concentrate on it, but 
after the game, they want to know how 
much they raised," said Murphy. 

“We don’t put pressure on them. They 
don’t know how much is there until after 
the game.” 

As of Wednesday last week, the pledge 
per goal stood at $100, but Murphy indi¬ 
cated that this amount will likely 
increase by the time the puck drops on 
Saturday. 

Past per-goal pledges have reached as 


high as $700. 

The first Charity Hockey Game was 
held in 2007 in memory of team manager 
Art Pieper’s daughter Chris, who was 
killed in an industrial accident the previ¬ 
ous year. 

“In memory of her, the players wanted 
to do something and they wanted to do a 
charity game," recalled Murphy, adding 
that over $6,000 was raised for the 
Human Organ Procurement and 
Exchange (HOPE) organization. 

Last year, the contest raised enough 
money to purchase a defibrillator for the 
Didsbury arena. 

In addition to the pledge-per goal 
fundraising, 50/50 tickets will be avail¬ 


able and, for $2, anyone can take a shot 
at winning $000 in the “Shoot the Puck" 
contest during the second intermission, 
with all proceeds going towards prostate 
cancer research. 

Draws for items donated by local busi¬ 
nesses will also be held during each peri¬ 
od. 

The game gets underway at 8 p.m. on 
Saturday, Jan. 24 at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex.
